Farmers are spending . slightly 
less for liming materials and com- 
mercial fertilizers. They bought 
$271,000,000 worth in 1929, but 
spent only $217,000,000 during the 
year covered by the latest census. 

The weather bureau reports that 
the drought, which has prevailed 
since early in September in the 
east, was further aggravated during 
the past week. In New England. na- 
tural water supplies were reported 
the lowest in 50 years. 

Continued dry soil held back the 
seeding of the winter wheat in the 
central and southern Ohio valley 
and much of the northeast. 

The winds attending the tropi- 
cal hurricane last week blew down 
much rice in the lower Mississippi 
valley, scattered some shocks, blew 
down corn in the Ohio valley. and 


did considerable damage by blowing 
apples and pears off trees in the} 
, Ohio valley and great lakes region. 


Killing frosts occurred in the 


north central states and some of 
| the higher sections in the west. Lit- 


tle damage was caused as nearly 
all staple crops have matured. 

In most of the country from the 
great plains westward, seasonal 
crops and farm work advanced 
normally except for some delay due 
to late harvest in the northern 
rocky mountains. In the Pacifie 
northwest, delayed harvest and 
threshing advanced the latter part 
of the week, with more favorable 
results in salvaging damaged wheat 
than anticipated.

!ported 548 more Czechs arrested. 
Anti-Nazi posters were said to have 
appeared mysteriously in Prague 
railroad stations. Four more per- 
sons were reported executed in Hol- 
land and there were new outbreaks 
in Jugoslavia. The Sofia radio dis- 
tricted its hours of operations to 
aid authorities in hunting an il- 
legal communist sender. 

From Prague came detailed re- 
ports of the trail of Gen. Aloise 
Elias, Czech premier who is under 
a death sentence. The reports in- 
dicated that a conspiracy of vast 
extent had been organized against 
the Germans in Czechoslovakia in 
which hundreds of prominent 
Czechs were banded in an espion- 
age, terrorist, propaganda ring. 

Many of these Czechs, it was in- 
dicated, were citizens who ostensib- 
ly were cooperating fully with the 
Germans. 

United Press Staff Correspondent 
Wallace Carroll, investigating the 
religious situation in Russia. attend- 
ed services at the Yeslokhoco cath- 
edral where he found 1,000 persons, 
most of them elderly Russians, as- 
sembled for the tradittional rites of 
the Russian Orthodox Church. 

Carroll reported that there now 
jare some 40,000 Russian Orthodox 
| Parishes in Russia compared with 
jthe pre-revolution total of 100,000 
but that many of these Parishes are 
exceedingly small.

AS a matter of fact, the ship 
themselves, except for their gray 
war paint, look much like fishing 
craft—until you step abodrd.
